Cambrid essor, with that family 
of hens which he tended, like a herds- 
man, with’a long staff, and which he 
trained totake food from stakes stuck 
in the ground instead of scratching in 
the flower beds—all these may doubt- 
less have found a bachelor life not 
inconsistent with happiness; but 
where, after all, is the home? Neither 
yachts, nor pictures, nor steamer tick- 
ets, nor dogs, nor hens, can supply 
that. ‘‘Home,’’ says the proverb, 
‘tis where the heart is;’’ but if so, no 
man seems to have heart enough to 
fit outa home without a woman to 
belp him. A woman can do it for 
herself; there lies her advantage. 

It may be harder for a woman to 
make money; undoubtedly it is 
harder. She makes a dollar, per- 
haps, where a man makes twenty;

The squabble in the New York 
Senate the other day seems to have 
been about equally discreditable to 
both sides, and affords a very fair 
example of the results of making 
partisan interests superior to public 
duty. The Governor has been with- 
drawing names for the Railroad 
Commissionships and sending in 
new ones with unnecessary fre- 
quency, solely for partisan advant- 
age. The Senate has been refusing 
toacton the nominations, for the 
purpose of political combines on its 
part. When the Governor sent a 
communication two weeks ago 
last Friday the Senate tried to pre- 
vent its reading by adjournment, to 
keep itself from being cornered. 
The Democratic Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor scattered parliamently law to 
the winds in his determination to 
have the message read; and the Re- 
publican Senators knocked the 
rules of the Senate out of de*ency 
into next week for the purpose of 
huwling the communication down. 
The Republicans now talk of im- 
peaching the Lieutenant Goveruor 
for bis course. That may be called 
for by the nature of the case; after 
which it is to be hoped that the peo- 
ple will impeach the Senators.

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Texas Again Visited by 
Serious Drouth. 


A HEAVY HAIL- STORM. 


Mysterious Meeting of Western 
Cattlemen. 


A MURDER AND SUICIDE 


Honors Paid to a Composer’s 
Remains 


[PRESS PISPATUHES TO THE GAZETTE! 
Serious Drouth in Texas. 
GALVESTON, Texas, May 2. 
The News, commenting on the 
drouth, says: The drouth of last year 
and that of the present season are un- 
paralleled. In the extreme north- 
west of Texas and extreme south-west 
there have been rains of late that will 


prove of incalculable benefit to the cat- 
tle districts, but the agricultural dis- 
tricts pure and simple, except per- 
haps in a limited area in Northern 
Texas, arc suffering seriously from 
want of rain. In ali that belt of coun- 
try betweeu San-Antonio and Austin, 
from Austinto Waco, trom Waco to 
Bremond, and dewn the Central rail- 
road to Houston and the circumfer- 
ence descaibed by this geographical 
circle, the country stands badly in 
need of moisture. Oats and smail 
grain within the district specified is 
almost a total failure, while corn that 
should be well advanced and in vig- 
orous condition is seriously wilted 
andina bad condition at the roots, 
This is the worst feature of the agri- 
cultural situation in Central and 
Middle and Sovthern Texas. There is 
still time ahead to make the cotton crop 
although at best the cotton crop will 
to be late. Unless rains come within 
six or eight days the corn crop in 
Texas will be very much of a failure. 
So serious isthe outlook that whole- 
asle houses are withdrawing their men 
from the road, pending the solution of 
the rainfall problem. 


Cattliemens in Council. 
DENVER, Colo., May 2. 

There have been several mysterious 
and secret meetings of prominent 
cattlemen in both Colorado and New 
Mexico during the past ten days. It 
is rumored here to-night that the pur- 
pose of these meetings has been to or- 
ganize a company to be known as The 
American Caitle Trust Company, the 
object of which will be to fight the 
Armour dressed beef syndicate of Chi- 
cago. The pew syndicate ineludes 
Nelse Morris, of Chicago,and many of 
the wealthiest cattle owners of Colo- 
rado, New Mexicoand Western Kapn- 
sas. It is claimed they have a paid up 
capital of $25,000,000. 


Heavy HMailistorm in Minnesota.

After the day’s Summer heat this 
section was visited this evening by a 
terrific hailstorm, which did much 
damage. ‘The hailstones ranged in 
size from a pea toa full grown goose 
egg, some of the largest weighin g four 
ounces, a9d measaring nine inches in 
circumference.

Longfellow as a College FProresser. 


Passing over the journey during 
which he visited France, Italy and 
Germany, enjoying scenery and s0ci- 
ety, and making verses and pen 
sketches, and laying in unconscious 
wealth of poetic impressions, we find 
him in 1829 in his chair at Bowdoin 
College, with a salary of $800 per 
year and another $100for his services 
as librarian. Anecdotes of his life 
there remain; one or two of which 
run thus :— 

A student had incurred the censure 
of the college faculty for some slight 
offense against the regulations and 
Mr. Longiellow was instructed to 
“admonish”? him. The _ professor 
met the youth the next day in the 
library and was addressed by him 
with a question upon some point in 
French literature. An animated and 
instructive disquisition followed 
upon the subject, in course of which 
the prolessor forgot his duty aod was 
tarning away, when, recyilectinghim- 
self, he came back with, ‘‘Ah, | was 
near forgetting. The faculty voted, 
last night, that 1 should admonish 
you for (naming the offense), and 
you will consider yourself admon- 
ished.”’ 

Another anecdote relates that in 
one of his French classes a student 
was called upon who had evidently 
made little orno preparation, and 
was prompted by his classmates 
very audibly. The professor took 
no notice of this till the young man 
was seated; then he quietly said: 
“*Your recitation reminds me of the 
Spanish theater, where the prompt- 
er performs a more important part 
than the actor.’’—( Life of Longfellow 
published by Ticknor & Co.
